The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
prior art certainly shows a pipe having uniform cross sectional area, no reference can 
be found teaching a unreduced cross sectional area in a downcomer that is connected 
to a gas pipe, oil flow through the downcomer produces a low pressure in the 
downcomer that produces gas flow though the gas pipe and downcomer to recondense 
the gas.
